When the Charles O. Junge 
Jr. family of rural Kirkland 
revealed last November they 
had decided to remain for 
some time In Prague, Czecho- 
slavakia, they left behind them 
a mongrel dog, a yellow cat, 
and a puzzled group of 
friends. 

Junge and his wile, Dr. Jo- 
sephine M, Jurige, were drop- 
ped from their positions ,*n 
the faculty of the University 
ot Washington November 13. 

Contacted by overseas tele- 
phone at the International Ho- 
tel In Prague Mrs. Junge was 
asked by a Post - Intelligencer 
reporter If she, her husband, 
or their adopted son, Larry, 
10. intended to return to the. 
United States and this com- 
munity. Her answer: 
"No." 

MBa JUNGE said letters 
were being sent home explain- 
ing their decision to live in 
Czechoslovakia. When thay 
arrived they offered precious 
little Information. 

Dr. Earl P. Bendltt, chair-
